A Van Buren Township man 
was shot and killed recently as he 
answered his apartment door. 

Township police continue to 
investigate the fatal shooting of 
Dwight Darnell Bryant, 40, which 
happened at the Hidden Cove 
Apartment complex last 
Saturday. 

The incident took place about 
12:10 a.m., where upon arrival, 
officers found a male who was 
later identified as Bryant lying 
inside his apartment, suffering 
from a fatal gunshot wound to the 
chest, officials said. 

Police also found casings at 
the scene that are consistent with 
those used in an assault rifle. 

According to family members, 
Bryant was shot and killed after 
he answered his second floor 
apartment door. They also told 
police that they jumped out the 
two-story window after the shoot- 
ing started so they didn’t see who 
the suspect was, according to 
Capt. Greg Laurain of the Van 
Buren Township Police 
Department 

“They did though speculate 
that the shooter was a 19-year-old 
Van Buren Township man who 
made threats against members of 
their family after a fight ensued 
at the apartment pool earlier that

Officials near decision on rail stop

A proposed Ann Arbor to 
Detroit regional rail project is on 
track for completion in October of 
2010. 

Officials in western Wayne 
County, however, may know the 
location of the final to-be-deter- 
mined train station long before 
that—possibly within the next 
month, according to Carmine 
Palombo, director of transporta- 
tion programs for the 
Southeastern Michigan Council 
of Governments (SEMCOG). 

“There has been a lot of posi- 
tive movement, but it’s all been 
behind the scenes,” he said. 

SEMCOG has looked into the 
feasibility of a commuter rail 
between the two major cities for 
more than a year now. The con- 
cept would be to rely on existing 
infrastructure as much as possi- 
ble as a system was developed to 
shuttle people between Detroit, 
Ann Arbor and Metro Airport.

_ “We've completed our analysis 
of that and we'll be discussing it 
within the next several weeks,” 
said Palombo. “The plan for that 
station has always been to get 
people to and from the airport.”’ 

The city of Wayne has lobbied 
for that stop, proposing to use 
city-owned land near Michigan 
Avenue and Wayne Road in con- 
junction with the parking deck A 
development plan created by stu- 
dents from Andrews University 
for the city several years ago sug- 
gested the city could build ona 
transit-oriented economy, as well. 
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‘We think it'd be a good fit for 
Wayne,” said Peter McInerney, 
community development director | 

SEMCOG has a loose outline | 
for the plan that shows a potential 
grand opening on Oct. 25, 2010. 
According to that timeline, the 
final train station location will be — 
decided by the end of July. A plan- 
ning consultant would be hired in 
August-September of this year 
and cost estimates would be more 
fully investigated. The project 
would be designed in the fall, 
with construction under way next 
year. 

Wayne City Manager John 
Zech said the city would have to 
acquire more property to feasibly 
host a train station, but there 
were ways to make it work. He 
envisioned an elevated walkway 
that would take people from the 
parking deck to the station with- 
out subjecting them to the traffic 
along Michigan Avenue. _ 

“Tt would be a big deal for us,” 
he said. ‘““We hope they decide to 
locate it aoe " 
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Scott Gocaj, co-owner of U-S 42 Bar and Grill, said he hopes the 
Michigan Cruise will bring plenty of business to the community.

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Belleville City Council 
supports downtown plan

Belleville officials have 
approved the ‘resolution to sup- 
port the Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA). 

The resolution was approved by 
a 41 vote Monday night during the 
city council meeting. 
Councilmember Brian Blackburn 
cast the lone dissenting vote. 

“Why do we need this?” he said. 
“T support the DDA and our busi- 
nesses, but why do we need this.” 

Councilmember George 
Chedraue, who drafted the resolu- 
tion, said there’s been a percep- 
tion that the city council and the 
development authority are ‘at 
odds’ with each other, “so this is to 
show the groups are all one and 
they need to work together,” he 
Said. 

“The city council, for the City of 
Belleville, supports and adopts 
recommendations the develop- 
ment authority has made and 
wishes that all citizens and busi- 
ness people would join together to 
have this project—the Main Street 
project—completed in a timely 
and cost conscious manner,” 
according to the resolution. 

After numerous consultations 
with all parties—city council, 
DDA, businesses and professional 
personnel—a decision was made 
to have several alternative plans 
prepared for the enhancement of 
the downtown district, including 


replacement of the water main, 
Main Street paving and the 
streetscape. The businesses are 
important for the survival of the 
city and the enhancement of the 
downtown district is of utmost pri- 
ority for the survival of the city, as 
stated in the resolution. 

The project is an important 
issue facing the businesses and 
their survival during this difficult 
time, Chedraue said. 

“We understand there can be 
economic hard times, we know 
that, that’s what that line means,” 
he said. 

The DDA members recently 
approved their own resolution—to 
invest in downtown—as part of the 
Main Street Project. The project 
will take place over two years; 
starting in July 2009, with the final 
date still to be negotiated between 
business owners and the develop- 
ment group. The plans are all 
dependent on the outcome of the 
referendum ballot in the August 
election. If approved, the bond 
process can start for the project. 

“The DDA has put the informa- 
tion out and I want the citizens to 
vote,” said Mayor Pro Tem Rick 
Dawson. “What you do is up to you, 
but if this doesn’t pass, there’s a 
good chance we have to live with 
what we got. 

“We need to get it done and 
taken care of,’ he added. “It’s not 
going to increase taxes, we do have 
money coming in the future for 
this project and I support it.” 


Van Buren School District 
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The Van Buren Public 
School District has moved the 
administration offices to 


Rawsonville Elementary 
School in an effort to reduce 
costs. 

According to officials, mov- 
ing the central business admin- 
istration offices to Washtenaw 
County will effect a savings of 
more than $200,000 on health 
insurance premiums for the 
school district for the 2008-2009 
school year. 

‘The schools insurance uses 
a zone system to identify rates 
for insurance,” said Paul 
Henning, spokesperson for the 
district. “The zones are gener- 
ally done by counties and since 
we’re on the border of Wayne 
and Washtenaw counties, 
Superintendent Pete Lazaroff 
was able to keep a close eye on 
the rates offered each year.” 

Henning said over the past 
four year, Wayne County rates 
have been cheaper than 
Washtenaw County, however 
this up-coming year, 
Washtenaw will be cheaper, 
therefore the central offices 
were moved to take advantage 
of the lower rate. 

“Now, that’s $200,000 we 
don’t have to take out of the 
general fund,” said Henning. 
“That will be there for the up- 
coming school year.”

Teacher found guilty of sex charge 


A former teacher at Plymouth Christian 
Academy in Canton Township is facing at least 
7 years in prison for allegedly having criminal 


sexual conduct with a minor 


Stephanie Ann Stein, 31 of Canton, was 
charged with two counts of Criminal Sexual 
Conduct Third Degree, each a 15-year felony; 
one count of Using the Internet to 
Communicate with a Minor to Commit a 
Crime, a 4-year felony; and 1 count of 
Distributing Obscene Material of a Sexual 
Nature to a Minor, a 2-year felony. The charges 


stemmed from a relationship with a 15-year- 
old boy that developed during the 2006-07 
school year and intensified that summer, after 
Stein resigned from her position, according to 
township police. 

Stein was found guilty of the crime last 
week and sentenced today in Wayne County 
Circuit Court. She was sentenced to 3-15 years 
for the Criminal Sexual Conduct charge; 30-40 
months for Using computer to distribute 
obscene material to a minor, and 16-24 months 
on a second similar computer charge.

Voters in Plymouth, Canton and 
Northville face several interesting 
choices when they go to the polls on 
Aug. 5 

Chief among them, perhaps, is 
the decision on who will replace 
Judge John MacDonald at the 35th 
District Court. MacDonald cannot 
run again due to age restrictions. 

Six candidates have filed for the 
seat, all local attorneys obviously, 
with plenty of experience: And let’s 
face it, with a long-time incumbent 
like Judge Ron Lowe and the expe- 
rience Judge Mike Gerou as men- 
tors, any of these candidates is able 
to do the job. 

The question then becomes, who 
do you want to do the job? 

We looked at a variety of things 
when we interviewed all six candi- 
dates. It was just what they said in 
answer to our questions, but how 
they said it. We tried to get a good 
feel for who would add the best bal- 
ance to the court. : 

We think voters should select 
Martha Snow or Cam Miller to make 
it through the August primary. 

Snow clearly has the resume 
with her work with the office of the 
attorney general. We liked her 
ideas about using technology to 
streamline the court, make it a little 
‘sreener, and make it as efficient as 
possible with regards to the time of 
everyone involved—plaintiffs, 
defendants, attorneys and police 
officers.

CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN 
REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
JULY 1, 2008 


Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Clair, Trustee Hart, Trustee Jahr 
and Trustee Rochowiak. Absent and excused: None. Others in attendance: Planning and 
Economic Development Director Kelley, Public Safety Director Champagne, Parks and 
Recreation Director Ross, Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience of 


twenty-four (24). 


APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Budd moved, Hart seconded to approve the agenda as pre- 
sented. Carried. 


PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved, Rochowiak seconded to open the public hearing to hear 
public comment on establishing a Special Assessment District (SAD) for the purpose of 
assessing the cost of the annual maintenance and operation of DTE supplied and operated 
street lights in the Homestead Subdivision Phases III, IV and V. Carried. 


Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an explanation. 
Director Kelley stated the homeowner’s association of Homestead Subdivision Phases III, 
IV and V is requesting the Township establish a Special Assessment District for the purpose 
of installing and maintaining street lights through the DTE Energy Company program. The 
Homestead subdivision is located north off Ecorse Road. The Board has a packet of infor- 
mation including a resolution to establish a Special Assessment District; a written request 
from the Homeowner’s Association; contract, plans, lamp/fixture specifications, and costs 
as prepared by DTE; a list of benefited lots of the assessment district; map of assessment; 
aerial of assessment district; and notice of public hearing. Director Kelley stated the pur- 
pose of this public hearing is to receive comments and questions regarding setting up the 
geographic boundaries for the Special Assessment District (SAD). If the district is 
approved a second public hearing will be held for spreading of the assessment roll. The 
Township uses the special assessment process to provide a method to collect payment for 
street lighting via the property tax bill. The initial annual cost of $8,951.39 is to be spread 
among the 170 single-family residential homes in Phases III, IV and V with an annual cost 
of $52.65 per lot per year, noting the cost is subject to change. The DTE contract is differ- 
ent than previously used contracts having more detail. The total construction cost of the 
DTE project is $53,953.25 with an annual lamp charge of $8,951.39. DTE credits the first 
three years of electrical usage against the capital cost in an amount of $26,854.18 and a 
contribution in the amount of $27,098.07. The SAD does not address the capital improve- 
ment cost. The SAD is just for the annual cost. Supervisor King stated there will be thirty- 
one colonial style lamp fixtures. 


Board members had the following questions and comments. Trustee Jahr noted this peti- 
tion is by the Homeowner’s Association rather than the developer and if other 
Homeowner’s Associations would like information regarding street lighting can they con- 
tact Director Kelley. Director Kelley stated yes it is usually the developer making the SAD 
request to the township; and yes if other Homeowner’s Associations have street lighting 
requests DTE requires the request come from the township and they can contact Director 
Kelley’s office. Trustee Rochowiak inquired who set up where the street light lamps are to 
be placed. Director Kelley stated DTE lays out the street light lamp locations meeting the 
national standard in this case at the property line of every third lot. 


Audience members had the following questions and comments. The Homestead 
Subdivision Homeowner’s Association President had the following questions. He request- 
ed a copy of the proposed layout map of the street light locations; Phases I and II street 
lights were covered by the developer and there was not any information in the development 
documents that covered phases III, IV and V as far the developer’s responsibilities for 
street lighting so the Homeowner’s Association took it upon themselves to make the 
request; he also inquired how the DTE maintenance program work. Clerk Payne gave the 
street light location map to him; Director Kelley suggested he call DTE to report the street 
light out denoting the lamp number on the street light pole, the subdivision and street name. 
A resident inquired if the developer had turned over phases III, IV and V to the 
Homeowner’s Association and why the homeowner’s association was asking rather than 
the developer. Director Kelley stated he has not been notified that the subdivision had been 
turned over, noting the township does not get involved in the sales agreements between the 
developer, builder and home buyer and the language for the street lightings was struck in 
phases III, IV and V. The township does not have jurisdiction over sales contracts. A resi- 
dent stated street lighting is a requirement of the development. Director Kelley stated the 
Zoning Ordinance requires street lights in developments, the township does not have the 
jurisdiction to say who pays for the street lights and the responsibility can be transferred. 


There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 
Jahr moved, Clair seconded to close the public hearing. Carried.

Hart moved, Payne seconded to approve the Closed Session Minutes of June 16, 2008 as 
presented. Carried.

The film stars Wall-E (voiced by 
Ben Burtt), a robot that looks old on 
the outside, but has a young imagi- 
nation and spirit on the inside and 
is one of the most heartwarming, 
puppy dog eyed robots ever on 
screen. 

Wall-E’s (Waste Allocated Load 
Lifter-Earth) job is to clean up all of 
the trash left behind from people 
on earth, which is uninhabitable. 
Wall-E scoops up trash and turns it 
into a compact box, which he stacks 
into huge columns. : 

All of the humans from earth are 
in a celestial cruise ship because 
the earth is so polluted no one can 
live there anymore. The humans 
lie in chairs all day and never have 
to do anything for themselves. 
Everything is done electronically 
or with help from robots, which 
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causes obesity to be the norm for 
humans. 

Most of the screen dialogue is 
from the ship inhabitants. Kathy 
Najimy and John Ratzenberger 
voice two passengers on the ship, 
and Jeff Garlin voices the oblivious 
captain. 

Meanwhile, Wall-E just com- 
pacts trash all day, with company 
from his friend and only other 
thing on the planet — a cockroach. 
Wall-E also collects interesting- 
looking things that he finds 
amongst the garbage such as an. 
Ipod, a lighter, and a Rubik’s Cube, 
to help fight the boredom of his 
monotonous routine. 

One day while Wall-E is out 
working, a very advanced robot, 
Eve (voiced by Elissa Knight), is 
sent to earch to look for any type of 
life form to save the planet. It’s 
robot love at first sight. With Wall- 
E’s help, Eve finds something that 
might save the planet, and is 
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rushed back to the spaceship to 
deliver the news. Wall-E follows 
her to space, because he doesn’t 
want to lose his new friend, and 
soon finds himself on a great 
adventure. 

The computer animation in this 
Disney and Pixar flick is ineredi- 
ble. Much of the film is essentially 
silent, with only a few bleeps and 
blips coming from Wall-E and Eve, 
but the robots are compelling. 
There is a lot of humor, shown 
through their actions and facial 
expressions. There are also of 
heart-tugging moments, mostly 
from Wall-E, which provides an

The start of the school year may 
be months away, but several stu- 
dents from John Glenn High 
School reported for duty this week. 

They’re the members—and 
hopefuls—of the John Glenn 
Rockets varsity soccer team, and 
they're hoping to make some noise 
in 2008. 

“This year we’re going to sur- 
prise a lot of people,” said Head 
Coach Jimmy Mortada. 

Mortada, who will be in his first 
full year as head coach of the 
squad, is in a position to do just 
that. 

For years, Mortada was a con- 
tinual scoring threat on a 
Lebanese national soccer team 
that earned two Lebanese Cup 
championships.

He’s been in the country for 
more than five years now, and dur- 
ing the day operates a salon on 
Elizabeth Street in Wayne, 
between the two sides of Michigan 
Avenue. ,

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“T came for a visit and I stayed,” 
he said. “‘T liked it.” 

He’s been around the soccer 
scene in western Wayne County 
virtually since he arrived, but in an 
unofficial capacity. He said he 
would always volunteer his time as 
a coach, starting in Livonia with 
the Livonia United and helping out 
in Wayne and Westland, too. 

“T just go to the fields; it’s my 
life,’ Mortada said. “It’s the only 
thing that keeps me happy. I’m not 
interested in anything else.” 

“T always wanted to get involved 
with the schools,’ he added. 

He got his chance last year, 
helping out with a Rockets squad 
that turned a few heads. Even 
then, Mortada was planning for the 
future. 

“Last year my plan was to not 
rely on my seniors,” he said. “I 
wanted to focus on my juniors.” 

The team won six games last 
year but it was the nature of those 
victories that gave Mortada hope 
for this season. In the past, the 


Rockets would play stronger 





squads and walk away on the los- 
ing side of a mercy game. Last year, 
even their losses were close— 
many of them were decided by a 
goal. 

“We gave everyone a hard 
time,” he said. “Even the coaches 
admitted it.” 

This year he said he plans to 
bank on scoring threats like Jacob 
Gates and Nelson Kenny, both of 
whom are ready for serious play- 
ing time. They'll spend the majori- 
ty of their time as mid-fielders or 
strikers. 

“T have a lot of faith in them,”

opens up near the end of August— 
and the head turning starts. 

“T can’t wait to get started,” he 
sald.
